there is some fine land around the lake 
and potatoes and cauliflower and other 
vegetables grow there in very good 
crops, 

A rather quiet summer wes spent at 
Manson Creek. Work there was 
carried on by Col. Wright’s large party 
and now there are about 3,000 feet of 
pipe in place ready for the large hy- 
draulic operations that are to be begun 
in the spring. The property is all 
ready for the clean-up. This would 
have been started this season, but the 
weather put matters about six weeks 
behind and the result was that it was 
thought better to put off actual operat- 
ions until spring There is another 
ehipment cf pips at Stewart lake, 
which will be sent in next spring and 
with this ready everything else is in 
shape for a good summer's work. Mr. 
Sparks, tue president of the company, 
was in last summer, and he is well 
satisfied with the showing already 
made,

ARMOURED TRAINS. 


The armoured train is becoming a 
factor in the science of modera war 
and it has already become a prominent 
feature of the Transvaal war. So far 
as caa be gathered from the despatches 
there are now three fully equipped 
armoured trains in South Africa, or, 
rather, three prior to the destruction 
by the Boers of the one from Mafek- 


Armoured trains are hastily con- 
structed affairs, consisting of a Jocomot- 
ive and a few waggons, the engine gen- 
erally being located about the middle 
of the train. 


The waggons and locomotive are cov- 
ered by boiler-plating three-quarters of 
ar inch thick, as firmly rivited as time 
will allow. One of these trains was 
constructed at Mafeking, where there 
are several railway shops, the town be- 


|ing on the new main line from the 
| Cape to Buluwayo. 


The locomotive is the only part of 
the train that does not carry guns, the 
steel casing being solely to protect the 
mechanism of the engine from the shot 
of the enemy. The remainder of the 
armour, however, is thickly perforated 
with port-holes, through which guns of 
varying calibre peep, the Maxim, Nor- 
denfelt and Gatling being the most 
serviceable weapons for this kind of 
work. The smaller holes are for the 
marksmen, and usually the deadliest 
shots in a regiment are, when possible, 
selected for the position. It takes an: 
expert marksman to shoot with satis- 
factory results from a quickly moving 
train. Usually.an armoured train is 
also supplied with a powerful search- 
light, in view of a possible night at- 
tack.

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WAR NEWS BY MAIL. 


Despatch from Boer camp at Eland- 
slaagte; Ladysmith completely en- 
circled by Boer  forees. British 
serond big gun successfully, play d on 
Boer position on Bulwan Hill in front 
of Ladysmith, Firing of heavy guns 
commenced early this morning. Gen 
Botha has telegraphed pas gl : 
Ladysmith that Boer batteries opened 
heavy fire with big guns and dropped 
shells into works around Ladysmith. 
Pretoria forca was in’ a tight place 
ha ving taken ug pesition coramanded 
by British fire which was so hot that 
the position became untenable, the 
big gums, however, saved the situation. 

London; War office received the 
following from Buller. Have re- 
ceived from Petermartzburg telegram 
dated Nov. 15th, of which the follow- 
ing is purport; Officer commanding 
‘raops at Esteourt reportg at midday

ing with a company of Dublin Fusi-

War news at present consists of a 
superfluity of conjecture and a dearth 
of facts; and the condition is not like- 
ly to be changed until Ladysmith is 
relieved or other developments occur 
there. Its gerrison is putting up a 
are defence, = res men, and braive 

en, can ao, but the latest raport 
state that thb relief army will oer be 
able to reach there until Noy. 26th. 
The Boers have mopnted heavy artil- 
lery, brought apparemtly from Pre- 
torta for ths purppse, and are using 
every endeavor to reduce the town. 
A party which role out from Estcourt 
on the afternoon of the 9th to observe 
the bombardment of Ladysmith, could 
see a “Long Tom,” a forty pounder, 
posted on the railway side of the Bul-’ 
wark, firing at intervals of six to 
eight minutes, Another gun wais:ob- 
served in operation a little distance 
away. Puffs of smoke were discern, 
able on the opposite side, showing that 
Ladgsmith was withstanding a big 

b&mbardment, ‘The Idcality of the 
town was nothing but a huge caul- 
dron of smoke, ; 


Despatthes from Estcourt say iti has 
been aseertained that the British have 
laid concrete beds for firing the lyd- 
dite naval guns, showing thai there 
is no foundation for the fear that the 
iyddite ammfinition at Ladysmith has 
been exhausted. It is aiso reported 
from the same quarter that some 
fires have been seen in Ladysmith, in 
dfcating that the Boer bombardment 
has beeh to some extent effective. 
__Four iroopships, conveying over 4,- 
760 men, arrived at Cape Town on the 
10th, and two of them, with 2,000 
troops, were despa&hed for Durban. 

A despatch of the 16th says; The 
;troopship Hawarden Castle with the 
second batkalicn of the Royal Irish 
Fusiliers has arrived at Durban, 
bringing the reinforcements that nave 
now landed there up to 5,227. Frve 
other troopships are now en rdute 
from Cape Town to Durban. Total 
reinforcements which have arrivedin 
South Africva since last Friday, the 
10th, amomnt to 19,000 men, chiefly 
infantry, nearfty 13.000 horses and 
mufes and three batiteries of field 
artillery anfl a number of quick firinz 
maxim guns. ‘The fact that the Bri- 
temnic has proceeded to East London is | 
taken to mean that General Builer is 
satisfied that the troops which have 
eiready lamded or are now on the way 
to Durban will ba sufficient to carry 
cut his piams for the relief of Lady- 
smith. 

The force which will ultimately 
serve in South Africa, says the London 
Daily News’ military correspondent, 
is a splendidly appointed army of 
seventy thopsand men or more, in 
the prime of life, and having had the 
best training we can give them; while, 
in order to make up this body, we have 
only called to the colprs less than a 
a: third of the reserve that is availy 
nbie. The army under Sir Redvers 
Buller, when itt has reached South 

Africa,will undoubtediy;be the larg- 
est purely British army with which 
Great Britain bas ever begun a war. 
lo the Crimea she sent 25,000 infantry 
60 guns, and about 1,000 cavalry. Dur- 
ing the Waterloo campaign she haaa 
little over 30,000 British troops, and 
even that included the “German Le4 
gion,” which was then reckoned among 
them. At Waierioe ii : 
only 15,0000 British infantry. During 
the Tel-el-Kebir campaign she sent to 
Egypt a little over 30,0000 men. ‘Tak- 
ing now inio accoun the fact that ths 
voyage from Cape Colony to England 
is fuily 6,000 miles, and that from the 
Cape round to Durban is 1,209 miles 
more, it is safe to say that the enter- 
prise of transporting an army such 
is this over such a distanceis the 
greatest of its kind that has ever beeit 
undertaken in the history of man. No 
other nation has ever transported ,or 
could have transported, within so 
short a time so great an army. 

An undated despatch from Kim- 
berley says; @he Boers ceased shel- 
ling November 7, about 7 p. m., having 
fired at intervais ali day long, some 
seventy shells, a majority of them fall- 
ing in debris heaps and open spaces. 
‘fhe averages range was 8,176 yards 
Gne cooking pot was injured. jhere 
was a brisk market for fragments; 
choice specimens fetching $10. The 
Boers apparently were sheiling at the 
extreme range of their guns. Yester- 
day’s attempt was regarded as ludi-~ 
crous. The weather is_ splendid. 
The bombardment was _ continued 
briskly 2ll morning. On November 8 
one shell narrowly missed the Dutch 
eburch. bere were no casualities. 
The shells are of a very inferior qual- 
ity and seemiugly fired by amateurs. 
One almost intact was picked up. I: 
weighefi 8 1-: pornds, The Boers have 
been firing from three positions. 
So far the Boers activity causes little 
alarm.
